I cannot but ſuppoſe, thag every Prote- 
ftant who has à true Conceti for the Pre-; 
ſperity and Safety of Religion, u ill own tb 
in the general; but the remaining Quefti. 
on will be, How ſhall this be? Susely it is 
not impoſſible; my Anfwer Is in general, 
by putting the Kingdom of Spain and the 
Indies, or fome of them, fo much in their 
Power und- makiqg thegeft ſo far de pend- 
ing upon them for Commerce, as that it 
may*be-at all Times ſetut' entirely in 
the ir Intereſt; and that for whatever Con-

That’ they fhould 
be Separated in intereft from the Domini- 
ons of France; and 2dly. Thee an Equiva- 
leet be given by France, tothe Ergliſb and
